PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  LOCAL  AUTHORITY 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a Divisional 
Medical  Officer  under  the  West  Riding  County  Council's 
scheme. 

The  Sanitary  Officer  is  a full-time  Officer  ; and  other 
Public  Health  Officers,  such  as  Veterinary  Surgeons,  Publi  : 
Analysts,  etc.,  come  under  the  control  of  the  W esf  Riding 
County  ( 'ouncil. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 

This  is  principally  carried  out  by  the  two  District 
Nurses  attached  to  the  Hebden  Bridge  District  Nursing 
Institution.  These  two  Nurses  are  qualified  both  in  General 
and  Maternity  Nursing.  They  attend  confinements  at  a 
small  fixed  fee.  Arrangements  are  now  in  force  whereby  a 
Nurse  can  he  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
for  the  nursing  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  home,  in  the 
event  of  there  being  no  hospital  accommodation  for  such 
cases. 

The  Institution  receives  a subsidy  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  towards  the  cost  of  running  the  Maternity  Service. 
It  has  no  connection  with  the  Local  Authority.  Midwives: 
The  two  District  Nurses  referred  to  are  the  only  practising 
midwives  in  the  area. 

The  Local  Authority  makes  no  subsidy  towards  practis- 
ing midwives. 

There  was  no  change  in  this  service  during  the  year. 

LA  BOR  ATOR  Y FACILITIES 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  are 
carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wakefield. 
Autogenous  vaccines  and  sera  are  supplied  free  of  charge 
to  local  medical  men  requiring  same. 


Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  supplied  tree  of  charge  to  an x 
medical  practitioner  requiring  it. 

The  investigation  of  maternal  deaths,  and  cases  of 
puerperal  fever  or  puerperal  pyrexia,  is  undertaken  by  the 
Countv  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

AMBULANCE,  FACILIT1  KS 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  by  an  Ambulance  from 
the  Fielden  Hospital  free  of  charge,  Non-infections  and 
accident  cases  are  removed  l-v  an  ambulance  jointly  owned 
by  the  Hepton  Rural  Council  and  Hebden  Roycl  Urban 
Council.  Subscribers  to  the  Hebden  Bridge  and  District 
Nursing  Institution  are  entitled  to  free  use  of  the  Ambulance 
— there  is  a nominal  charge  made  for  non-subscribers.  The 
present  (lift  Ambulance  is,  in  my  opinion,  no  longer  suitable 
for  the  work  in  this  area. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES 

There  is  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  estab- 
lished in  Hebden  Bridge.  A Clinic  for  mothers  and  babies 
is  held  twice  weekK , under  the  supervision  of  a Lady  Doctor 
and  two  Nurses.  The  attendances  at  this  Clinic  have 
increased  considerably  in  recent  years. 

An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  being  well  attended.  It  is 
under  the  supervision  of  a Lady  Doctor,  and  is  held  on  the 
first,  second  and  fourth  Frida v of  each  month  at  1 p.m. 

C.V.R,  Treatment  Clinics  are  held  twice  weekly,  Tues- 
day and  Friday,  9 a. in.  to  11  a.m.,  at  this  Centre,  and  are 
attended  by  the  Health  Visitor  and  Doctor. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  County  Council 
whereby  pre-school  and  school  children  can  be  immunised 
free  of  charge  either  at  suitable  centres  or  at  the  schools 
or  by  their  own  medical  attendant. 

The  " Welcome  ’’  Diphtheria  Prophylactic  A.P.T.  is 
used  for  inoculation,  and  two  injections  are  given  at  monthly 
intervals.  The  results  so  far  as  I can  ascertain  have  been 
excellent. 
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Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  held  weekly  at  both 
Todrnorden  and  Sowerby  Bridge.  The  distance  to  either  of 
these  dispensaries  is  about  four  miles  from  most  parts  of 
this  aiea. 

The  nearest  treatment  centre  for  venereal  diseases  is 
at  the  Koval  Halifaix  Infirmary.  Other  free  treatment 
Clinics  are  at  Burnley  and  Keighley. 

The  Clinics  referred  to  are  under  the  control  of  the 
West  Hiding  County  Council. 

There  was  no  change  during  the  year. 

I’K  EVA  FENCE  OF  AND  CONTKOL  OYEK 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHEK  DISEASES 

During  the  year  1947  there  was  a marked  increase  m 
the  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  ; this  disease  tends  to 
increase  usually  at  two  year  intervals.  Two  cases  of  polio 
myelitis  occurred,  one  of  which  was  fatal.  Th  epidemic  in 
the  summer  and  autumn  was  the  largest  outbreak  of  this 
disease  ever  recorded  in  England. 

There  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the 
year’.  The  campaign  against  this  disease  was  carried  on 
throughout  the  year.  The  Health  Visitor  reminds  parents  of 
the  vital  necessity  of  having  their  children  immunised 
against  diphtheria ; also  each  child  on  its  first  birthday 
receives  a birthday  card  stressing  the  importance  of  immun- 
isation. The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Keturn  for  the  year 
ended  81st  December,  1947,  showed  142  children  out  of  298 
in  the  under  5 group,  and  276  out  of  414  children  in  the  •’> 
to  15  group  as  having  completed  a full  course  of  immunisa- 
tion against  diphtheria. 

Five  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  66  cases  of  Measles 
were  notified.  I am  still  of  the  opinion  regarding  the  fevers, 
measles  and  whooping  cough,  that  the  number  of  cases  noti- 
fied does  not  at  all  cover  the  number  of  cases  occurring. 
Many  parents  do  not  seem  to  realise  how  infectious  these 
diseases  are,  and  do  not  keep  their  children  isolated,  this 
failure  making  if  impossible  to  check  or  control  epidem'cs. 
or  make  any  accurate  survey  of  this  disease.  There  were 
four  cases  of  Scabies  notified  to  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment for  treatment  during  the  year.

Water  Supplies 

There  is  no  change  to  report  in  respect  of  water  supplies 
in  the  district.  Complaints  have  been  received  during  the 
year  regarding  a number  of  private  water  supplies.  Wherever 
possible,  steps  have  been  taken  to  remedy  the  complaints. 
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but  the  only  satisfactory  solution  is  a public  mains  supply, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Council  will  be  able  to  proceed 
in  the  near  future  with  the  schemes  which  have  'been 
prepared. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  districts  of  Blackshaw  and  Wadsworth,  with  the 
exception  of  the  parts  adjoining  the  Urban  District  of 
Hebden  1 ’nidge,  still  requiring  sewering,  and  as  in  the  case 
of  the  water  schemes,  it  is  io  be  desired  that  the  Council 
proceed  in  the  near  future. 

Closet  Accommodation 

Little  progress  has  been  made  with  closet  conversions 
dining  the  year.  Very  few  people  have  taken  advantage  of 
the  Council’s  grant  towards  cost.

The  conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced  in  the 
area  are  generally  good.

Housing  conditions  in  many  parts  of  the  district  are 
most  unsatisfactory.  During  the  war  years  little  or  no 
repair  work  was  carried  out,  and  at  present  it  is  difficult 
for  owners  to  obtain  the  necessary  labour  and  materials. 
As  a result,  the  number  of  houses  which  cannot  be  made  tit 
in  all  respects  for  human  habitation  is  steadily  increasing. 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Rural 
Housing  Survey  owing  to  lack  of  staff. 

Public  Cleansing 

Public  cleansing,  refuse  disposal  and  salvage  collection 
is  carried  out  in  all  accessible  parts  of  the  district,  and  has 
cost  £1,844  over  the  past  year.
